DIVORCES HERE AND THERE. 

According to a matrimonial map. of ‘the United 
States, issued by the Census bureau there is an 
interesting increase in the divorce rate as com- 
pared with the increase in population. 

Between “1890 and 1900 the rate of divorce was 
no less than three times the rate for population, 
while in the decade 1870 to 1880 the rate for di- 
voree was only two and two-thirds times the rate 
for population.” It is believed that at present in 
every 16 marriages contracted one will be dis- 
solved by divorce, “and it seems reasonable that 
the ratio is nearer 1,to 12.” 

The* marriage rate of Oklahoma, Arkansas, 
Texas, Florida and Mississippi is the highest in 
the country, 450 per 10,000 of the adult unmar- 
ried population. The ‘‘non-matrimonial” states 
are Connecticut, Massachusetts and California. 
Genérally speaking, the marriage rate in the 
South is considerably higher than in the North. 

But when we come to divorce, the line of divis- 
ion runs north and south. Divorce is popular, 
relatively, in the West. In the State of Wash- 
ington the divorce rate is 513 per 100,000 of the 
married population, the highest in the country. 
Delaware nas the lowest rate,.4. per 100,000. 

The West is the melting pot of new ideas, the 
laboratory of social science. It is not' strange, 
therefore, to find the institution of marriage, as 
it is, on the defensive in these laboratory states.

RAILROAD NOT BUILT 


Pennsylvania Dutch Farmer 
Asks $175,000 and Interest

‘MACON, Mo., Now 6—After nearly 
half a century of legal sparring in 
state, Federal and supreme courts, the 


holders of Missouri & Mississippi Ral!- 
road judgments against Macon County 
have reached a trial on the merits—the 
real heart of the long-drawn contro- 
versy. Walter M. Boulware, Master in 
Chancery, ‘appointed by the United 
States Court, is taking evidence on the 
bondholders’ bill in equity. The pro- 
ceedings are in the courthouse at Ma- 
oon. 3 ’ 

Here on the part of the plaintiff is 
Arthur C. Huidekoper, a man of 65, who 
is a sen of Alfred’ Huidekoper, who pur- 
chased the bonds when “the present 
plaintiff was a young man. ‘The Master 
ls allowing attorneys the widest lati- 
tude in presenting the issues. Capt. 
Guthrie for the county occupied nearly 
half a day reviewing the history of the

means $2,000,000 to Macon County, but 
was originally for two subscriptions of 
only $175,000 each. Capt. Guthrie im- 
pressed it in on the Master: that the 
subscriptions were made by the County 
Court, without the consent of the peo- 
ple, and that the last one created a 
protesting furore that agitated the 
county from end to end.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6—That Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook could not have 
reached the Pole, and that Commander 
Peary did attain the goal, were state 
ments made tonight by Rear Admiral 
Cc. M. Chester, retired. 

The officer was a member of the com- 
mittee of the National Geographic So- 
clety that passed upon Comamnder 
Peary’s data, and announced their con- 
viction of its genuineness. The lecture, 
delivered to. scientists In the hall of 
the University Club, created a profound 
impression, for it was practically the 
first utterance by an official of the Geo- 
graphic ‘Society, although given unof- 
ficlally, which has flatly and openly 
cast discredit on Dr. Cook. 

Says Cook Eirted. 

Admiral Chester contended that Dr. 
Cook erred in saying that at a certain 
point in his travels north he witneszed 
a remarkable sunset. If he had been 


‘at that point, the speaker continued, he 


would have found the sun high in the 
heavens,” 

The testimony of the Eskimos who 
accompanied Dr, Cobk also was re- 
viewed. This testimony, the Admiral 
insisted, showed conclusively that the 
party witnessed the sunset at 81 de- 
grees north, a considerable distance 
from the pole’ He also declared that 
Dr. Cook’s party would have been com- 
pelled tO travel 40 miles a day to have 
accomplished tite trip, a speed that 
was imppssible even under the most 
favorable conditions, < 

The speaker made frequent references 
to the nautical almanac to disprove 
Cook’s contentions; and to prove those 
of Peary... While tonight's lecture was 
intended omly for scientists, Admiral 
Chester announce that he had in 
course of preparation a statement to 
the pliblic which he. said would estab- 
lish the truth of the matter.

Im three of the 
classifications there Was no competition, 
The classifications were:

B—Steinway~vertegrand - Steinway 
style B parlor grand. 

C—Gabler, Bradbury, Fisher. 

D—Sterling, Huntington. 

The Bollman Bros. Piano Co. are'St.

to furnish it. The Jesse French, Piano 
and Organ Co. is the only firm that) 
could bid to furnish the two Steinways.

Murder in the second degree is charged 
In an indictment voted by the grand 
jury against Patrolman James O’'Hearn 
of the Page avenue district for killing 
Ralph Collins by a blow on the head 
with a heavy night stick.

At the Collins funeral Friday the 
Rev. John T. Sullivan, pastor of the 
Presbyterian Church of the Covenant, 
ecathingiy denounced policemen who 
olub citizens, and classified them with 


irresponsible chauffeurs and teamsters 

as three classes who recklessly and 

Watitonly take human life.

life,” he observed. He said, in part: 

Is it not true that fn St. Louis there 
is a criminal looseness as regards 
the sacredness and-sancity of human 
life? One who comes here from else- 
Where will soon discover that about 
the cheapest thing in St. Louls is 
a human life. I know this is a hard 
saying, but how can one help giving 
utterance to it when he sees life 
ruthlessly destroyed again and 
&gain, with but slight, if any pun- 
ishment visited upon him who de 
stroys it. 

No Right to Club. 

- What. right-has a policeman to 
club to death a helpless, innocent 
boy, whose only offense is that he is 
seen standing upon the corner of the 
street waiting for a car? 

Ralph Collins was a good boy. He 
was quiet, unassuming, with not a 
single quarrelsome trait in his na- 
ture. He wag just out of the tuber- 
cylosis hospital, where for more than | 
a year he had been treated. Why 
should he be selected as the. victim 
of a murderous and deadly assault? 
Why. should he be clubbed and beat- 
en to his grave? Where Hes the 

\ wrong? Where rests the guilt for 
this crime which has shocked our 
whole city? Primarily upon the crea- 
ture whose club blotted. out the life 
of this Innocent boy. 

His Skull Fractured, 

Collins was arrested by Policeman 
O’Hearn Wednesday ‘night at Baston 
avenue and Union boulevard. Nearly 
all the witnesses who testified at the in- 
quest into Collins’ death said O’Hearn 
first struck Collins and then took him 
into custody. The blow fractured Col- 
lins’ skull and he died “10 hours later. 

The indictment for murder in the sec- 
ond degree is taken to indicate that the 

grand jurors took cognizance of the 
statements of Patrolman O’Hearn and 
Baker that Collins attacked the poliee- 
men. first, although many persons at! 
the Coroner’s inquest testified. that the 
assault which caused Collins’ death was 
wholly unprovoked and that O’Hearn 
was the aggressor. 

O’Hearn was released on a bond of $5000 
immediately after the Coroner’s jury 
held him on a verdict of homicide, but 
he will be rearrested as soon as a bench 
warrant is issued or the indictment is

LONDON, Oct. 2.—The announce- 
ment that a new play by Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle, treator of Sherlock 
Holmes, dealing with pugiligm,; is to be 
produced at the Adelphia Theater in 
London after the run of “The Servant 
in the House;’’ is of more than passing 
interest. 

Sir Arthur, indeed; may not inaptly 
be termed the champion of the ring to- 
day, for when’ he describes It he always 
writes as a believer in its good influ- 
ence. 

The new play is not founded on the 
novel ‘‘Rodney Stone."’ 

“The idea of the play about “the 
ring,’ ”’ said Sir Arthur, “may have oc- 
curred to me when I was writing the 
novel—probably it did—the dramatic 
point of a fight is the same whether 
one ig treating of it in a book or a 
play, but there is no connection be- 
tween the two, beyond that the two 
fights correspond. 

Melodrama of the Ring, 

“My play is called ‘The House of 
“Semperiey,’ and the eub-title is ‘a 
melodrama of the ring.’ The piece is 
pure melodrama, with no ‘pretensions 
beyond furnishing entertainment, but 
as far as I can, I have made it a trie 
picture of sporting life in the days of 
the regency. ‘

ROME, Nov. 6.—An stnoat of the gen- 
eral staff of the Italian Army made a 
startling statement to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent. today. 

The Government is -not making the 
smallest preparation for the interna- 
tional exhibition which, ‘supposedly, will 
be held in Rome in 1911. The staff offi- 
cer explained this peculiar, inactivity 
thus: 

“Concessions of ground at the exhi- 
bition have been promised, but have 
not been made,” said he. ‘The Gov- 
ernment has not voted a cent to build 
the national pavilion. But it has voted 
$3,750,000 to fortify the port of Ancona 
and will make it the Gibraltar of the 
Adriatic, 

“Every great nation except America 
has promised to take part in the exhi- 
bition. And the. Americang are wise. 
For, if the Italian militarist party has 
its way, Italy, in alliance with Russia, 
will be at war with Austria in 1911 
and the exhibition will be a farce as 
fat as concerns exploiting the victories 
of. peace and industry. 

“The recent meeting vf the Czar and 
King Victor Emmanuel at Raccorusi,”’

BERLIN, Oct. 2.—Prof, Hergesell, the 
erninent German aeronautical expert, de- 
livered at Christiana, in the presence of 
King Haakon, Dr. Nansen, Mr. Amund- 
sen and many other distinguished Nor- 
wegians, a lecture on Count Zeppelin’s 
forthcoming expedition for the purpose 
of investigating the atmospheric con- 
ditions prevailing in Polar regions. 

He said that the expedition would be 
limited by the length of an Arctic sum- 
mer. 

The airship must be efficiently 
equipped and possess a radius of action 
of 1600 miles, with a capacity of trav- 
eling this distance within three or four 
days without de~cendir.g. 


Priace Henry Will Assist. 


It would be possible to dispatch an 
airship of such dimensiois and of such 
capabilities to the Arctic regions within 
two years. Count Zeppelin’s expedition 
will take place in two or three years, 
and in the meantime the preparations 
will be pushed forward. ‘The prepara- 
tions will be begun by an expedition to 
Spitzbergen rext summer, when Prince 
Henry of Prussia, Count Zeppelin and 
other experts will travel northwards to 
make preliminary investigations. 

One of the coriditions of the expedition 
itself would be that the ‘airship could de- 
scend without difficulty on floating ice 
and be anchored to ice. Prof. Hergesell 
said that by the end of next year @ 
large airship would be stationed on the 
north coast ef Germany, which would be 
capable of undertaking long flights over 
the sea, 

In 1912 the promoters of the expedition 
propose to proceed to Spitzenbergen with 
two airships. The headquarters of the 
Arctic expedition are to be established in 
Cross Bay, in Spitzbergen. The airships 
will catry wireless telegraphy apparatus, | 
and thus remain in communication with 
@ land station at Cross Bay.

Ferrer was arrested at the country home of 
Soledad Villafranca, on the outskirts of Barce- 
lona, where he had been hiding. Ferrer married 
the widow of a fruit merchant, who died and left 
him $40,000. Mlle. Meunier, a French old maid, 
was enrolled among his followers, and when she 
died in April, 1901, she left him a nouse in the 
Rue des Petits Curies in Paris, which brought 
him an annual income of $8000. Other bequests 
from women had made Ferrer what is considered 
in Spain a rich man. 

For a long time the clergy of Spain had been 
watching Francisco Ferrer to find a place unde- 
fended whence they could pounce upon him. The 
time arrived in the riots of July. He was not to 
be found then, but when things quieted down and 
the people were able to see one another through 
the red mists of the revolution, Ferrer was found 
in Barcelona and thrown into prison. In the 
meantime Soledad Villafranca had been arrested 
and exiled—but too late.

\only person who was present, save the officers of 
the tribunal itself, is dead—Francisco Ferrer. 

Ferrer was condemned and sentenced to be shot. 
When the news of his fate became known, sci- 
entists from almost every European country, stu- 
dents and men and women interested in human 
progress protested. Ferrtr’s daughter went on her 
knees to beg for her father’s life. The King re- 
fused to use his power to save him. 

When the world learned this, pleas and threats 
reached the throne’ to find the King cold and 
defiant. Then it was declared by the anarchists 
of the world that Alfonso would lose his head or 
his throne. 

In the gray of the morning of Oct. 13, Ferrer, 
scholar and gentleman, wag taken from his cell in 
the Montjuih Prison in Barcelona and placed with 
his back to the wall of the courtyard, where he 
faced the firing squad of soldiers from the “Spe- 
cial Reserve of the King,” a sort of royal body- 
guard, corresponding somewhat to the “King’s 
Musketeers,” known to lovers of Dumas and 
p’Artagnan. The Catalonian soldiers were not 
permitted to have a hand in the execution—it was 
not thought safe to trust them.

Ferrer’s death cry was the keynote of the whole 
situation. While Ferrer was an anarchist, he was 
an armchair philosophical reasoner against the 
power of the church and the state, not a firebrand 
or a rioter. His form of anarchy against Spain 
was the establishment of schools, in which he 
sought to“Overthrow the clerical academies which 
were. still teaching the children a sort of me- 
dievalism. 

At his death by the soldiers of Spain such men 
as Lombroso, Maeterlinck, Hackel, Anatole France 
and Kropotkin were furious. Scientists, men of 
learning, the cultured class generally, were lead- 
ers in a storm of protest that led downward to 
the lowest classes, until the throne of Spain was 
shaken, 

Ferrer’s work would not be understood in this 
country of free schools. Spain has a dead sys- 
tem of education under the direction of the cler- 
icals. Ferrer’s schools, the “Escuela Moderna” 
(there was & hundred of them at the time of his 
death and their consequent destruction) were a 
violent revolt against the plan then in vogue. The 
pupils were aught to despise both church and 
state.

that day. We can afford to admit that the moon 
metal is more remarkable than radium or any 
other mineral on earth, if by that date, it enables 
us to have the motion of the next President’s lips 
or of his arm as he raises his hand to take the 
oath of allegiance, sent by telegraph to St. Louis, 
so that on the same day he takes the oath, we can 
see him take it. This is one of the things the 
moon metal can do. ‘here are at least eight 
chances in ten now tat, before the next inaugura- 
tion at Washington everything will be ready to 
send it over the wires and that we will see it in 


St. Louis on the same day. This will be “electric 


telephotography,” or sending light waves by wire 
in pictures, as selenium makes it possihle. 
Aladdin’s wonderful iamp never del.vered any- 
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tity on the same day. 

The metal which makes such things possible 
still has many mysteries about it. It is named 
for the moon (Selene) because it is siipposed to 
be close kin to the earth metal (tellurium). Not 
much is yet known about either. Though selenium 
was discovered by the great chemist Berzolius, he 
found out little about it. It occurs with silver. 


goid and some other metals where there has been 
‘strong action by sulphur. 


In one form, it is a 
red powder. Perhaps this shape is most studied 
by those who think it may not be metallic. In 
another form it is “a silver-white, shining metal,” 
apt to appear in crystals. When melted, it cools 
into a dark mass, breaking like cast iron. It is 
found occasionally in sulphur beds, but it is 
usually manufactured from the waste of smelters, 
where very smal] particles of it, passing off in gas 
in smelting lead, silver or copper, have been con- 


’ densed. 


thing equal to this. But as Aladdin has had 
his record broken by the wireless telegraph and 
sO many other things, we expect a great deal of 
anything that claims to hold the record even for 
a year against him and everything else as the 
most—wonderful thing on earth. In any way we 
look at it, however, the moon metal now holds 
that record for the year 1909 and promises to do it 
for at least ten years to come. 

It is easy to see that this is not a promise of 
more than is in sight now. It is not gold-brick 
science. The moon metal will “deliver the goods.” 
It ought to be easy to show exactly how it will 
be done, so that everyone can see exactly what 
it means. But that is harder. Any chemist and 
electrician can see if at once. The rest of us 
must be satisfied to see as far as we can. This 
will be a long way, finally. The first thing to 
be seen now is that the moon metal is wonderfully 
sensitive to light. The point to remember is the 
great discovery about it made by Siemens. It 
conducts electricity to some extent in darkness. 
“It has its conductivity doubled by diffused light 
and increased tenfold by direct light.’’ These 
words have no one yet knows how many miracles 
in them. There are only a few words in a single 
sentence. They are far easier to remember than 
they are to explain. It would take.a page of dia- 
grams to show the machinery needed to put them 
to work in all the different ways in which they 
can be made to work. 

To understand one way will help to show the 
rest. A small] amount of the moon metal is made 
into a cell. The cell is connected with the tele- 
phone. From a quarter of a mile away a strong 
ray of light from a searchlight can be thrown 
on the receiver with the selenium cell in it. The 
metal answers to the light at once. The light 
ray can be made to play against a piece of 
stretched bladder which is set to vibrating by a 
violin or a bugle, at the sending station. The 
motion of the stretched bladder has in it the 
tune played on the vioiin. The light moves or vi- 
brates to the tune. The selenium cell answers to 
the motion of the light and carries the tune into 
the telephone, where it can be heard, so that any- 
one who knows the tune will know it. This is 
making light play music. It was never dreamed 
of as possible until the moon metal showed how 
it can be done. Now it is known that some other 
substances nave the same wonderful property, 
though only selenium shows it fully. 

In telegraphing moving pictures, the pictures to 
be sent are enlarged and thrown on a screen made 
of small selenium cells. The cells answer to the 
strength and weakness of the light rays from the 
picture. If this is done in New York to send 
a picture to St. Louis, there will be in this city 
a screen of selenium cells like that at the other 
end. The cells, made of small pieces of selenium, 
will be connected by wire, so that the change 
made light in each cell at the sending station will 
be recorded through the electric current at the 
receiving station. This can be done because the 
moon metal has its power to conduct electricity 
increased tenfold by direct light. If the selenium 
cell in New York has the dark part of a picture 
thrown on it, “its resistance will be so great 
that the current sent will be weak” and this will 
give a dark result for that part of the picture at 
this end of the line. The light results of the 
picture will appear light because the selenium, 
when in strong light, sends a much strongér 
current. As the whole scene is made of light and 
shade, it comes by telegraph in this way in light 
and shade. When photographed on a reel of 


films at this end, it has only to be reeled off on 


screen to give the motions of life 
is going on in a distant 
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What has been learned of it since 1880, and 
especially in the last few years, makes it almost 
sure that if we-ever do “‘see around the earth,” it 
will be with the moon metal. Perhaps we may 
also be able to see something of what is going on 
in Mars with it finally. That is possible, without 
being half as wild in expecting the possible, as 
in some other things expected about Mars. now. 
But this is not on the way-bills of things the moon 
metal promisés for early delivery, C. O. D. There 
is enough without it. 

For ten years to come it may develop one 
wonder after another, as more and more is learned 
about the use of its wonderful properties. It 
seems certain now that a man who sits for his 
photograph in St. Louis before a camera, with a 
selenium cell battery attached, can “look pleas- 
ant’? when invited by the photograpner and have 
his smile photographed in New York as wé€ll as 
in St. Louis. He may also have it reproduced at 
the same time in a dozen other cities. If there 
is anything wrong with his books, he will not 
get near a selenium camera if he can help it, 
before leaving the city for his health. One of 
the things expected of the moon metal is that 
it will distribute pictures by telegraph in this 
way to the police at every station where a de- 
tective is waiting for the man who is leaving for 
his health, before getting his books to rights. Of 
course, if it does this it can send them to all the 
newspapers. 

Something more wonderful is already known to 
many as the first promise of what selenium is 
now beginning to do. As far as the rays of a 
searchlight can be thrown, the light can be made 
to carry music, so that by the aid of selenium the 
tune is carried without wires by the light and 
played distinctly “at the other end of the line,” 
when “the line” is nothing but the rays of the 
searchlight through the air. 

This first hint of what may be expected of 
selenium in the way of miracles led to the in- 
vention of the Bell “photophone.” As the tele- 
phone carries the voice as far as there is money 
in carrying it, there is no money in the use of 
the photophone. As one of the wonders of the 
world, it is seldom seen except at world’s fairs 
or’on very great occasions when it seems worth 
while to show it for the sake of what it can do 
on its merits for popular education in science. 

As a means of education in money-making, it 
is now opening up the other uses of the moon 
metal. One at least may have a great deal of 
money in it. In case there is a great event on 
hand, interesting hunareds of thousands of peo- 
ple all over the country, there is no mistake in 
expecting that there would be money in making it 
possible for them all to see it on the same day 
in moving pictures, taken from life, or in pic- 
tures thrown on a screen from life itself. The 
first of tnese things is likely to be done soon. 
The second may be done. It is much further off. 
There may not be much money in it. It will be 
the most miraculous of all the miracles of science 
when it is done. It will mean when done the 
“electrical vision” of the thing as it is taking 
place at a distance of a hundred or a thousand 
miles from the spectator. 

This is what is called “direct transmission” OT 
“electrical vision at a distance.” In writing of 
his improved invention for using selenium to tel- 
egraph moving pictures of events, Dr. Robert 
Schoenhofer calls this “indirect transmission” and 
says that “‘the problem is already solved.” As he 
describes the way it is done, the scene, whether

“Seductive?” Kather. A great national event, 
reported in this way at a distance of 500 or a 
thousand miles, would seduce a barrel of dimes 
and nickels a day out of St. Louis pockets into 
the box offices of the theaters which get the 
moon-metal machinery to working first up to the 
Schoenhofer specifications. 

In the greatest marvel of all there may never 
be much money. We can sit now in a small dark 
room, with reflecting glasses and lenses at the 
top. These will throw the light which belongs to 
the life and motions around the room on the out- 
side under our eyes.

NEW DEATH-DEALING ARMY 


Benet-Mercie, More Terrible Than 

Maxim Rapid-Fire, Can Be Car- 

ried by Man or Mule... 

NEW vest-pocket edition of death has been 
A acquired by Uncle Sam’s army. It is the 

Benet-Mercie portable machine gun—the 
latest engine of destruction to be added to the 
army’s equipment. Its Frenchy mame may, to 
the American ear, seem striking, but is it noth- 
ing compared with the striking effect of the 400 
or 500 shots per minute which the gun can ef- 
fectively deliver at a range of a mile or more. 
Armed with one of these guns, it is declared that 
two men can annihilate two companies. 

The -effectiveness of the machine gun such as 
has been in use in the United States army has 
been amply demonstrated. Its hail of death car- 
gies consternation and clears the field before it. 
This new gun has the same rapid-fire ability of 
the guns which have been used heretofore, with 
the additional advantages of great lightness and 
freedom from the necessity of carrying water 
with which to cool the barrel. The Maxim ma- 
chine gun, which has been the type approved by 
Uncle Sam, weighs more than 150 pounds, with 
the tripod upon which it is mounted. The Benet- 
Mercie machine gun weighs 22 pounds, and is 
fired without a tripod. The Maxim gun requires 
pack animals. for the transportation of gun, am- 
munition and equipment. In case of necessity, 
the Benet-Mercie gun can be carried upon the 
pommel of a cavalry saddle, while an infantry- 
man can swing it over his shoulder and keep up 
with the advance. 

To the fellows at whom the gun is pointed, the 
difference between the new gun with the French 
name and the Maxim is the difference between 
finding hades in isolated spots and catching it 
everywhere in concentrated doses. Heretofore 
the machine gun has had its own place in war- 
fare, isolated from the quick advance of either 
infantry or cavalry. With one machine gun 
there have commonly been five animals to carry 
the gun, ammunition and equipment. The mules 
could not be led fast enough to keep up with @ 
skirmish run of the infantry, nor was it possible 
for the men to even thing of dragging the gun 
along with them, With the cavalry the ordinary 
machine gun can travel, but not swithout retard- 
ing its movements. 

Now, Uncle Sam is going into the manufacture 
and purchase of the new guns upon such a scale 
as to make every one of his infantry and cavalry 
charges fraught with machine-gun peril. At the 
Springfield arsenal the Government itself is turn- 
ing out the little death dealers, and to secure 
the quickest possible equipment a contract has 
been made with the Colts company to supply still 
more. Altogether $200,020 is being expended. 
The cost is said to average about $600 per gun, 
which indicates that the army will be provided 


this year with between 300 and 400 of the new 
guns. 

The determination of Uncle Sam to go so heav- 
ily into this business of automatically dealing out 
a hail of lead was reached aftér many tests: At 
the Springfield arsenal the mechanism was found 
adequate, and at the school of musketry at Mon- 
terey, Cal., its tactical advantages were estab- 
lished, In the tests an infantryman aged 62 years 
carried the gun five miles. It weighed two 
pounds more than twice the weight of the Spring- 
field rifle which he was accustomed to carry, but 
its weight was three pounds less than the 25 
pounds of regular equipment which a soldier is 
expected to carry. ae 

And it was determined that, for infantry use, 
one man can carry a gun and a case containing 
300 rounds of ammunition, while his assistant 
will bring along at least 600 rounds of ammuni- 
tion, and 1200 in emergencies. It was determined, 
too, that a mule can without difficulty carry two 
guns, an extra barrel for each gun ‘and 1200 
rovnds of ammunition. The cartridges used in 
the new gun, as well as in the Maxim, are of 
the standard 30 caliber, such as are used in the 
ordinary army rifles. But even in a skirmish 
run, where the new machine gun has the least 
advantage, it is equal to 20 men armed with army 
rifles, and under more favorable conditions it is 
easily the equal of an entire company. 

A serious problem in the use of machine guns 
heretofore has been to keep the barrel cool. In 
the Maxim’ this is done by a water jacket.

Kansas City is the walnut center of thé world. 
Great stumps that have rested in the fields of 
farmers to be “cussed” and maltreated for years 
and finally dug up by some affable stranger who 
“just happened along,” but who seemed to be 
pretty particular about getting rid of the walnut 
stumps for the farmer, are shipped there and 
taken to the mills of the Penrod Walnut Corpora- 
tion, near Sheffield, just a few miles from the 
business center of Kansas City. Perhaps the 
stumps may be worthless, after arrival, but more 
frequently tuey are worth much mofe than the 
affable stranger, employed by the corporation, 
paid for them. For hours they are trimmed and 
steamed. Then they are sent to the cutting house, 
where they revolve against a great knife that 
slices off a thin veneer as the stump turns. 

Often a man in a buggy hitches his horse to 
the fence of a Missouri farmer, climbs over into 
a field where several big stumps protrude, ex- 
amines them carefully and then goes to look at 
a grove of trees silhouetted against the sky at 
the end of a field of wheat or corn. After a few 
minutes of examination he goes to the house of 
the farmer and inquires for him. Does the farm- 
er desire to get rid of those trees for a good price? 
The stranger will cut them down and see that 
they are taken away and all the farmer wil] have 
to do will be to look on and cash the check. In- 
cidentally, the stumps are mentioned, with the 
addition that an extra $10 will be paid for them. 

Usually the farmer jumps at the chance to get 
rid of the trees and especially to get rid of the 
stumps which he has said hard things about many 
a time as-his plowshare caught against them.

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Years must come and go before the trees will as- 
sume the massive proportions that will enable 
them to be cut into spreads of wood that will 
have the beauty of the old trees which are now 
fast vanishing. And it means, too, that the 
walnut tree as a furniture asset is rapidly becom- 
ing extinct. Asitis today, itis only onceina long 
while that a cruiser, as the men who scour the 
country for these walnut stumps are called, finds 
one that is worth more than a hundred dollars. 
Every stump has a value, of course; that is, every 
old stump; but usually the value is small com- 
pared to the value of the trees that shaded the 
forests of years ago. 

It is only within the last few years that the 
scarcity of the walnut tree and its value have 
begun to be appreciated. And now, the attic is 
being ransacked for the lumber which is becom- 
ing the most valuable of all fine woods. During 
that worst period of domestic taste, the Civil War 
period, walnut had a great run as a wood for fur- 
niture usages. Nothing but heavy, massive fur- 
niture was desired, and for this purpose the wal- 
nut logs were sawed into heavy blocks and made 
into massive sideboards, bedsteads and other 
pieces of household goods. For 20 years the rage 
continued and now today those old pieces of 
furniture are being brought forth again. But 
they are not being brought out to grace bed- 
rooms in their old style or fill the dining room 
with their great gloominess. They are going to 
the cutting mils and being torn apart, steamed 
and trimmed and then sent against the knife 
which cuts them into small wafer-like strips, to 
be sent out again and veneered on other woods. 

And the stumps of the trees that were left be- 
hind when the furniture of yesterday wags made 
are now going to join the rejuvenated wood, for 
it is in the remainders of the trees that were cut 
50 years ago by the pioneers that are being sought 
today. The best of these stumps are found along 
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the river bottoms. There they were cut for fire- 
wood by 1 en who fought their way through the 
wilderness, built a small cabin for a time and 
then moved on again. In the years that have 
followed agriculture has not disturbed these 
places much, with the result that the land, which 
has been saved because of the fact that it was 
too rough to cultivate, still bears the reminders 
of the giant walnuts. Some of these stumps are 
nine feet in diameter at the base. 

It is this wood that is being used as fur! in 
many a Missouri home today. However, t''*'2 
are those who appreciate the value of the +d, 
and one of these is a farmer in Southern Mis- 
souri, who perhaps owes his home to a single 
tree. He was not rich when he went to Southern 
Missouri and the farm he bought was nearly cov- 
ered by the mortgage which he gave upon it when 
he paid the initial price with borrowed money. 
Near a great walnut tree which reared itself many 
feet into the air he built his little cabin. and 
there he took his wife. Everything went wrong 
from the first. The wife became il] and doctors’ 
bills are high where the physician has to travel 
miles over @ rouga country to reach the patient. 
Then the crops failed and the few hogs which the 
farmer had taken with him died of the cholera. 
The farmer’s money and prospects were gone. His 
wife was ill. Only that great walnut tree which 
stood in front of the cabin, waving in the vagrant 
winds seemed satisfied with the scheme of life. 
Strong, massive and healthy, it seemed a taunt 
to the young man whose fortunes had fallen upon 
the double zero of life’s roulette wheel. Then one 
day a man who was driving along the rough road 
stopped his horse and gazed at it.

HAT is perhaps the most remarkable farm 
W in the world is located in Alaska, on a 
small tributary of the Tanana River, only 
125 miles south of the Arctie Circle. It is owned 
and managed by J. F. Karshner. 
Karshner a few years ago was engaged in hunt- 
ing gold, when he came across something which 
astonished him very much. It was a little stream 
of hot water. He traced the stream to a spring, 
which was likewise hot, and it presently became 
obvious that a considerable area was underiaid 
by such springs. Promptly deciding that this was

Karshner gave up prospecting, obtained a quan- 
tity of vegetable seeds of various kinds and start-~ 
ed in to raise garden truck.
